There 
hxuve been various rumors in circulation re- 
specting the identity of the woman. ‘'ne 
Springfield Republican says: ‘The lady thus 
unfortunately implicated with Mr. Kalloch is 
the young and lovely wife of a citizen of Brat- 
tieboro, Vermont.

Charles De Young was born in New Orleans 
in 1545, and consequently he was thirty-tive 
years of age. Shortly after his virth his par- 
ents removed to Texas. His father died when 
he was amere boy, and De Young went to 
san Francisco in 1854 when nine 
years of age, He worked in 
«u wie factory for four years, after which he 
learned to sect typein ujob printing oflice. ile 
sturted a kind of amateur paper called the 
when Ouly sixteen years old. 
rrom ’Frisco he went to Sacramento, 
where he worked —_s as a printer. 
Tisence he proceeded to Virginia City, wnere’ 
he started a theatrical paper. It was not very 
successiul, and he next wentto Carson City. 
lie did not stay there lony, but moved again to 
Dayton, where be started another paper. In 
164 he returned to ’Frisco and although with- 
out iIneans succeeded in starting and establish 
ing a theatiieal paper on the Dasis of the 
present Chromele. ‘The venture was success- 
ful, and on the first of September, 1568, De 
Young turned itinto areguiar dally newspa- 
per, the Chronicle. It was a sheet woich spoke 
without fear, aud assailed its enemies with 
the utmost. bitterness. AS QQ result, 
the De Young brothers were always 
engaged in numerous libel suits, and on sey- 
eral occesions their courage was proved in 
personal encounters. 


The Shooting of Mayor Kallochby De Young. 

The teud between the Rev. 1. 8. Kalloch, now 
Mayor Kualloch, and De Young, which isthe 
real cause of Jast night’s tragedy, increased in 
bitterness until it culminated in the shooting 
of the Jatter by the former on the night of Au- 
gust 22 of last year.. 

Kallocb, who was the candidate of the

in the Chronicle. Hud the unfortunate preach- 
er been fried in vitrol he could hardiv have 
been subjected toa more scorcuiug chemical 
analvsis otf ajl the sun spots and ulcer: of 
the past. Not content with showing up his 
lifein Boston as animvecile Lovelace,a _ bor- 
rower upon principle, and a boozing clerical 
sot onucredit busis, De Young followed 
Kalloch to Kaneas and pitilessly advertised 
every Omission or commission Of a life that 
was certainly open to animadversion. It was 
his innings, and having finished Kulloch he 
took up Kalloch’s tatber and proved him 
to have veen a bigoted, sniveling 
scoundrel. who both by precept and example 
made his son the moral and physical wreck he 
wis. Everybody thought Kalioch was crushed, 
but he wus not. Inreply, without attempting 
to detend or deny, he marshalled evidence to 
prove that De Young was one of the illewiti- 
matecbildren of a Cincinnati street-walker 
and x Dase dealerin second-band clothes; that 
he was a coward, a perjurer and a 
Diackmaiier, that he had _ fled the 
country to escape the vengeance 
of a husband whom he wronged, and that 
neither tbe honor of bis friends nor the inno- 
cence of his victims had ever been a barrier to 
hig evil passions. In short, his xbuse was so 
verjuiced, eolikea vivisect 00, 80 much more 
corrosive than bis opponent’s, that De Young 
on the next day, Saturday, plugged him in the 
breast and buck with a couple of bullets, as 
the only effective rejoinder wuich occarreg to 
him at the time. 

The mob were frantic atonce. Kearney was 
away in Vallejo, and until he caine they were 
nrable to decide whether they should make a 
bolicaust of the town or only hang De Young 
and brain a tew of the Chinese. 
But peaceful counsels prevailed and De Young

Delegate Downey’s Burst into the Lit: 
erary Sky.

The sensation of the day has been the sud- 
den and startling advent in literature of a 
Congressman as Ivric poet. Last week ( Mon- 
day) Stephen W. Downey, delegate from 
Wyoming Territory, introduced a bill, which, 
after a whereas declaring that the people of 
the United States are a Christian people, and 
fiimly believe in the Apostolic Creed, appro- 
expended in com- 
memorativg, through suitavle paintings by 
the great living artists of this century, upon 
the Walls of the National Capitol, the birth, 
hfe, death and resurrection of our Savior, 
Jesus Christ, as told in the four Gospels. 

The proposition was remarkable enough to 
attract attention, but nobody expected it ever 
to be disinterred from the tomb of the Livrary 
Committee, to which it was promptly con- 
signed. Next day Mr. Downeyjasked leave to 
print some remarks in support of the meas- 
ure, Which was of course granted, as such re- 
quests always are, This mornirg the small

Immortals. Dedicated to the Congress of the 
United States.” 

Such an extraordinary production as this 
couid not fuil to attract general attention and 
it was brought before each branch of Congress 
as soon as they met. In the Senate Mr. Mor- 
rill introduced aresolution instructing the 
Committee on Printing to see that the so eal!- 
ed‘**argument’”’ did not go into the permanent 
edition of the Nevord, though the matter was 
dropped tbere on information that the House 
Was already consideriog it. In tbe latter 
body General Gariielad suggested its reference 
to the Committee on Rules, on the ground 
that a member had noright to publish a copy- 
righted work as part of the Record. 

The poet who had thus suddenly burst up- 
on the world was writing at his desk in tae 
extremest corner of the chamber,on the It:- 
publican side, when Gartield began, but he 
came down in front and expiained that he had 
only published the “fargument’’ after eon- 
sulting the Librarian of Congress as to his 
right to print a copyrighted production. Con- 
yer opposed the proposition, as he does what- 
ever Gaitield udvocates now-a-davs, and 
about half the members on each side voted 
against anv interference with the unlimited 
right to print now enjoyed, but the motion 
was finally carried by a small majority. 

‘he new aspirant for literary honors isa 
quiet man of middle age, sligut tigure, and 
veneral appearance 6f the book-worm rather 
than the politician. He is serving his first 
term, bas hardly opened his mouth before, 
and was not known by sight to a iarge majori- 
tv of his colleagues. It requires but a brief 
conversation with him to show that he isa 
religious enthusiast of a poetical turn of mind, 
who took to practicing law in order to earn 
bis bresd and butter, and bas even pushed 
his way into office in a community of practical 
pioneers, while all the time devoting his leig- 
ure to books, and his spare change to benevo- 
lence. ' 

His argument is the result of years of 
work, and isso precious in his evesthat it 
seemed almost crue! to haveit held up to 
ridicule, as it was in debate. It is, in the 
author’s words, aaepic poem in which an 
ideal figure styled Phantasmagoria telis the 
story of her pilgrimage—a pilgrimage which 
takes in heaven and hell, history, ancient 
and modern, sacrea and profane, classical 
myths, literature. art and religions, false and 
true; the ostensible object of it all being to 
show that this is a Christian Nation, and 


ought to manifest that fact in adorn- 
ments of its Capitol. A second 
Milton would almost be needed 


to carry through successfully so bold and all- 
tmbracing a plet, and Mr. Downey is hardly 
asecond Milton. It must be said, however, 
tbat his verse is not without merit, and that 
it shows remarkable knowledge of litera- 
ture and history. The author proposes to 
publish his work in book form, and hopes to 
have it »ppear with illustrations, of which he 
thinks it capable, and he has the queer idea 
Lbut it will sell better in Kogland than in this 
country. It mav well be doubted if he will ever 
reap a fortune from its publication, whether 
ihustrated or not,but be has certainly secured 
largcr netcriety ina shorter time than any 
other epic poet on record.

The Southern Pacific Nearing Comple- 

tion.

The Southern Pacific Railroad—coming east 
from California—is now at ‘Tucson, Arizona, 
which is 300 miles from the Kio Grande 
River. Surveys are now being made, by the 
same company, of the line between E! Paso 
and San Antonio—600 miles. The roughest 
country, and the most difficult and expensive 
portion of tbe whole line, bas already been 
passed, to-wit., the Sierra Nevada Mountains 
in California. The remaining portior. is com- 
paratively easy. The construction of the line 
is pregressinpg attherate of two-and-a-half 
miles per day from Tucson east, and will pro- 
ceed at the same speed from San Antonio 
west, a8 soon as the surveys are completed.

Through Commissioner Garesche’s 
Hands, 


The Variegated Articles Furnished the 


Institution in a Year. 


The oftice of Commissioner of Supplies as 
conducted in this city is peculiar to St. Louis 
alone, and under the administration of Mr. 
Ferd. L. Garesche has become an indispens- 
able feature cf the municipal government. 
The credit of having suggested the inaugura- 
tion of a central system of purchasing sup- 
plies originated with Mr. Garesche some years 
ago, and was snggested by the-very loose man- 
ner in which articles used bythe various de- 


partments were bought by . the 
various _ officials. {n the rich old 
days) of the “Council” was impossible 


for a proposition of this kind to obtain, and it 


was not until the freeholders who invented 
the existing charter, incorporated the idea in 
their work that it was seriously thought of. 
W bether tbe charter was carried or not cuts 
Itis in force, and with it the 
department of the Commissioner of Supplies. 
Ferd L. Garesebe is the Commissioner, Major 
Purvis is the Deputy, Chas. T. Clark and 


no figure here. 


George Dorman are the purchasing clerks, 


and W. A. Newman and Fred Berg keep the 
admirable system of books inaugurated by 


Mr. Garesche. 

There is no set of employes in the City Gov- 
ernment with duties more divér- 
sified, and an interesting hour 
ean be passedin a casual mspection of the 
requisitions for 

SUPPLIES FROM VARIOUS DEPARTMENTS 
of the city government. Generally speaking 
the Commissioner of Supplies purchases 
everyibing used by the city, except for the 
Water Department and the material usedon 
the streets. There is some difficulty also as 
to the exact relations of the Commissioner to 
the courts. They being State officers, and 
the higher courts having decided that the 
city’s only duty is to pay bills contracted by 
them, the clerks of the courts generally select 
such stationery as they want and 
send the bills to the city. Occa- 
siovally they honor the Commissioner of 
Supplies bv making a requisition on him, 
which goes through the circumlocutory course 
of the ordinary request for a keg of nails or 
a pair of Arctic overshoes. 

The Commissioner of Supplies, during the 
portion of the fiscal year from April 10, 1879, 
to March 31, 1880, has purchased for the vari- 
ous Institutions and departments goods aggre- 
gating in value $281,603 79, and it is estimated 
that the year complete will swell the figures to 
$285,000. As shown by the requisition. this 
money bas been expended for horses, hose 
and appsuratus for the Fire Department, lum- 
ber for bridges, culverts, etc., in 
the street and sewer department, dry goods 
and clothing, boots and shoes, hats and caps, 
forthe inmates of institutions, Wwheel-bar- 
rows and stone mallets for the Work-house, 
medicines and drugs forthe Citv Dispensary, 
horses, buggies and wagons for city officers, 
feed forthe city horses, mops and brooms 
for the janitors, fuel for the hospitals, Court- 
house and City Hall, lumber to repairscaven- 
ger dumps, paints for the City Hail, carpets 
and furniture for the city fofficers, telephonic 
connection between the institutions, tents and 
guns for the police reserves, cots, 
lumber, white-wash and disinfect- 
ants for the ()uarantine, new 

ambulances for tbe Health Department, 
trees, flowering plants, puddling clay, gravel 
and cinders for parks, hose and brooms for 
the markets, new boilers for one of the hospi- 
tals, anew cageforthe dogecatchers, new 
scales for one of tbe weighers, locks forthe 
jail, awnings for the insaue asylum, groceries 
for all the institutions, including chicory and 
burnt peas forthe adulteration of the coffee 
at the Poor- house and Work-house, hairpins 
for the female inmates of the imstitutions, 
suspenders and socks for male inmates of the 
institutions, gold fish for the pond at Benton 


Park, shovels and spades for 
the street repair department, wines, 
liquor and beer for the _ hospitals, 


new Wheels and springs forthe Black Maria, 
a gang-plank for the harbor boat, ice for the 
hospitals and tbe city buildings. 

This is buta brief idea of the variegated 
nature of the demands of the citv departments 
upon the Commissioner of Supplies. . All 
requisitions for goods exceeding +100 in value 
are advertised for. Ali requisitions for the 
smaliest amount are only filled after competi- 
tion hus been invited through postal card or by 
personal efforts of Mr. Clark, the chief pur- 
chasing clerk. 

Mr. Garesche has an idea that the 
city wou'd make money by establishing a 
central warebouse for the storing of bay, 
straw and horse feed generally,which could be 
purchased advantageously in open market, 
apd supplied to the city institutions on order. 
He would also do the same thing in the mat- 
ter of sheetings and the class of dry goods for 
which there isa reguiarcall Mr. Garesche 
takes great satisfaction in pointing to the sys- 
fem to which he has reduced the affairs of his 
department. 


NUGENT?’S LAST STATEMENT?D. 


A Card From His Attorney as to How 
it Was Obtained. 

Mr. F. D. Turner, attorney for Nugent, has 
prepared the following card explanatory of 
the manner in which his chent’s “last state- 
ment”? was secured, the motive thereof, and 
denying the charges made against him:

The New Custom-House. 

Work onthe new Custom-house has been 
going on uninterruptedly during the past two 
weeks. The brick and stone work of the 
attic has been nearly finished. In abouta 
week from to-day the structure will have so 
far approached -comp!eéion as to be ready for 
the iron roof, which will have to be saipped 


here from New Jersey. The next thing to be 
done after the construction of the rvof will be 
to raise the dome, a difficult task, which will 
require some time to accomplish. The super- 
intending architect states that much time has 
been lostin waiting forthe necessary Con- 
gressional appropriations. The last appro- 
priation for the building was made nearly two 
years ago. About two weeks 
ago Hon. Erastus Wells intimated 
that $450,000 would be devoted to the use of 
the building by Congress during its present 
session. No news of such an action has ¥et 
been received. It is impossible to estimate 
how long it will be before the Custom-house 
will be ready for occupancy. A good deal of 
frescoing and other ornamentation will have 
to be done. Much depends upon Congress, 
for without the necessary funds the work can 
not be continued.

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THEATRICAL DIFFERENCES. 
Mr. Mestayer, of the*‘Tourists,”? Talks 
About ‘*‘Fun on the Bristol.” 

A reporter called on Mr. W. A. Mestayer, 
the adipose comedian of the ‘*Tourists,’’ yes- 
terday, and asked him for a detailed statee- 
ment of the differences which have clouded 
Ver the histrionic horizon between the Pull- 
man Palace Car and the fast-sailing Bristol. 
Mr. Mestayer isthe author of ‘*The Tourists,” 
and feels keenly any attack upon his play. 
“The Night on the Sound’’ is_al- 
inost a fac-simile of the other. There 
bas been much bad feeling between the mana- 
vers, and the reporter Was astonished at the 
cool way in which Mr. Mestayer spoke of his 
rivals, 

“I conceived the idea of this play while I 
Was traveling with Rice’s ‘Surprise Varty,’ 
‘Very night in the car, which we had to our- 
selres. We had agay time, singing and laugh- 
ing and dancing, and on that idea I threaded 
the play togetber. It was put in re- 
liearsal August 18, 1879, and produced for the 
livstltime onthe sth of September in Pitts- 
burg. Itmade a hit everywhere we took it,. 
and the profits for the season will run over 
75.000. In New York Faweett Rowe and 
lairett sat in the boxes night after night and 
Mr. Smith said at the time that he would bet 
“hundred dollars they meant to steal the 
play, as they had already taken ‘Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin from him. Smith asked them 
one evening What they meant to 
do, and they replied that they were 
fa-cinated with the play. He told them what 
ie thought about their fascination, that it 
Would probably résult in their producing a 
similar extravaganza, and they assured him 
most solemnly that they bad no such inten- 
tions. Within six weeks ‘Fun on the Bris- 
‘01’ Was produced, and I will leave it toany- 
body if the idea is not exactly the 
same in the two plays. The language 
and incidents are, of course, not alike, but 
the iden * is. One of those two 
plays was copied from the other, and as ours 
Was first in the field the inference 1s pretty 
Plain, | think.’’ taa®

A FINE FUSS. 


Animated Proceedings in a Di- 
vorce Suit.

A Witness That Insisted on Having His 
Own Way. 


In the divorce suit of Mary Ann Fine ys. An- 
drew Fine, testimony was begun to be taken in 
the Circuit Court before Judge Adams yester- 
day afternoon on the motion for alimony, dur- 
ing the pendency of the suit, made by 
the plaintiff. The suit owas brought 
last January. The petition ot 
the plaintiff sets out that she and the defend- 
ant were married on the 15th of December, 


1869; that they lived together till the 8th of 
August, 1878, and that there were born of the 
union three children. She alleges that the de- 
tendant deserted her and retused to live with 
her; that he was~ guilty of brutal 
and insulting conduct towards her 
in November, 1877, and offered her 
such indignities that ber life was made intoler- 
able; thatin January, 1878, he, by meaus of 
threats of abandonwent and profane oaths, 
compelled her to go to her father, Thomas Fors 
rester, and demand of him the sum of $15,000 
or $20,000, declaring at the time that the pay- 
ment to him by said Forrester of 

A LARGE SUM OF MONEY 
was the only condition upon which 
consent to live with the plaintiff; that in 
the month of May, 1878, he compel- 
led her by threats and oatns to 
go to Thomes kicheson and _e Rufus 
«ston for the purpose ofinducing them to in- 
fluence her father to advance the defendant 
the sum of $20,000; that between November, 
1577, and August, 1678,while the plaintiff was 
pregnant, infeeble hieulth and harassed by 
gicomy forebodings, the defendant accustom. 
ed bimselt ta wrong and tormeut her with re- 
peated threats of abandoment and the, most 
shameiul abuse Of ber tather, Thomas Forres- 
ter, amost worthy and respected citizen of St. 
Louis; that once during the summer of 
1878, in the presence of Mrs. Todd, de- 
fendant used some very Vis language About 
the plaintiff that he wickedly refused to get 
a nurse for her when she was very sick in July, 
1878, and refused to allow her intimate per- 
sonal friends to visit her, aria that he dtove 
one Mrs. Fairbridge from her bed-side on a 
certain occasion with unusual violence of 
speech and brutality. Thatsome six or seven 
weeks after he had abandoned her and while 
ostensibly living separate from her he was in 
the habit of surreptitiously ca'ling at the 
house where she was living after the hour 
of midnight, and having gained admittance it 
was his Custom to remain several hours and 
then sneak away before dawn;that at the time 
of said visits plaintiff was living in a populous 
portion ofthe city with noone inthe house 
with her but ber three chiidren, and the said 
Visits of the detendant were designed and Cal- 
culated by him to subject the plaintiff to the 
imputation and suspicion of living an 
unchaste life. The petition closes 
with a prayer for divorce, custody 
ot the children and alimony. The defendant, 
Andrew Fine, filed an 
ANSWER AND CROSS-BI'TL, 
in which hedenies all the allegauons inthe 
petition of his wifeand avers as grounds a@ 
counter-.ction that the plaintiff was inthe hab- 
it of accusing him of intiuelity, that she was 
prejudiced against him by her futher, that her 
tather has prevented himfrom seeing his wife 
and that he, the father, alienated 
the affections of his wife from him. 
There were several dramatic scenes in the 
taking of the testimony to-day on tiie mot on 
ot plaintiff tor alimony. Mr. John McGaftey 
and Col. W. Slayback appeared tor the 
Plaintiff and Mr. W. H. H, Kussell for the de- 
fenuant. When.Mr. Andrew Fine, the plain- 
tiff, was put on the stund,it was eyident 
at once that he was going to 
be atroublesome witness. The aim of Messrs. 
McGaffey and Slayback was to ascertain 
whether Fine has any money vor propertv out 
of which an alimony could be paid. When

Steam for these engines is furnished by a 
battery of double-flue Cornish boilers, seven 
feetin diameter and thirty feetlong. Two boil- 
ers ure used with each engine. The water 
pumped from the piver by these engines con- 
tains too much mud and other impurities to 
be fit for immediate use and has to be passed 
through a series of seitling basins befuore be- 
ing distributed throughont the city. The 
basins are four in mnumber, each 
eighteen feet deep and with an area 
of 162,000 feet. The **high-service’’ 
buildings consist of an engine-house, boiler- 
house, coal-shed and smvukeestack 134 feet 
high. ‘The engine-house isavery handsome 
structure, two stories high and 92 feet long by 
&6 feet wide. Itis constructed of brick, with 
base, cornice and string course of cut stone. 
The angles are also dressed with cut stone. 

THE MAIN ENTRANCE 
is reached by a broad flight 
steps, and above’ the doorway on 
the pediment of the principal facade 
are two sculptured figures, the **Union of 
Waters,’’ symboiical of the union of the Mis- 
souriand Mississippi. The interior consists 
of one lofty room with handsomely wainscot- 
ed wails ana paneled ceiling. Around this 
room extends a balcony whica is reached by a 
spiral staircase. Here are three immense 
pumping engines corresponding to those in 
the *‘low service.’’ Twoofthem were built 
by the Knapp Fort Pitt Foundry Company 
of fPittsburg. They are single cylinder 
crank and fly-wheel engines working double- 
aciing pumps. The steam-cylinders§ are 
eighty-five inches in diameter and the length 
of stroke ten feet. The fiv-wheels are twenty- 
six feetin diameter and weight thirty-five 
tons. Each pump has a capacity of 16,500,000 
gallons in twenty-four howrs. The third 
pump is worked by a pair of compound en- 
gines connected with a crank and fly-wheel, 
the latter thirty-two feet in diameter and 
weighing thirty-iive tons. These engines 

WERE CONSTRUCTED 
by the Hartford Foundry and Machine Com- 
pany in 1874 for $280,000, and have a capacity 
estimated at one million gallons per hour. Tne 
motor power of these engines is supplied by 
six return drop -fiue boilers six feet in diame- 
ter and twenty-four feet long, with 
a grate surface of 250 square feet and 
a heating surface of 500 square feet. By 
these latter series of pumps the water that has 
remained long enough in the settling basins to 
become tolerablv well freed from sediment is 
raised about 200 feet in the stand-pipe, 
a mile distant, on Grand avenue and Four- 
teenth street. This stand-pipe is concealed 
by a handsome Corinthian column 154 feet 
bigh and forty-one feet in diameter at the 
base. Access to the summit may be gained by 
means Ofaspiral staircase winding around 
the pipe in the interior. From this elevated 
—— a very fine view may be obtained of 

t. Louis and vicinity. The water is supplied 
to the city from this stand-pipe, the surplus 
water passing into a reservoir on Compton 
Hill, four miles away, which has a storage a- 
pacity sufficient for sixty million gallons. Tne 
daily average consumption of water in St. 
Louis is twenty-four million gallons.

Is There a Falling Off in Seamanship? 
ISir Robert R. Spenver, Nineteenth Century. | 
Itis often stated, as a matter to be re- 

gretted, that there is some falling off in what. 

is called seamanship. The truth of the ale- 
gation, as generally understood, is open to 

uestion. If seamanship may be detined as 
the art of managing asnip under all circum- 
stances in which she can possibly be found, 
and doing so with the means at th: seaman’s 
disposal, I think the imputation will be less 
easily entertained. When the only forces 
available, either for counteracting or making 
use of the winds and tides in directing the 
motions of a ship, were none other than those 
winds and tides, the scope of seamanship, 
however perfect the art, was necessarily 
limited. Since the introduction of a power 
rendering the ship far more independent 
of the only means formerly availed, 
the management of a ship has acquired more 
certainty, and its precision of action has been 
greatly increased. ‘*Observation and prac- 
tice’’ were, and are, the two corner stones of 
seamanship. If these two requisites for :nas- 
tering thatart are less applied than formerly to 
the imperfect means n ‘available. they 
are working ina more extended field at the 
present time, and are more than ever required.

MILITARY MEN. 
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| How the Recruiting Service r 


Conducted in St. Louis. 
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Che Number of Men Enlisted and the 
Qualifications Necessary for 
' Admission. 


Two recruiting oftices.of the United States 
Army are located in this city, devoted respee- 
tively tothe inf antry and cavalry branches. 
A large number of men are yearly enlisted for 
the service, including persons from almost 
every Gccupation and employment. The list 
comprises lawyers, school .teaehers, clerks 
and men from other professions of a similar 
chafacter, as wellas mechanics and common 
day laborers. The majority, however, of men 
who apply for enlistment are farmers and 
mechanics. The requirements are stich that 
only asinall proportion of those who make 
applications are deemed ior yer a and asa 
result @ great many aye rejected. Inthe most 
of cases the rejection is based on general un- 
fitness for the service, due largely to physical 
deformity, as only th¢ perfect man is §per- 
mitted to don the uniform and bear arm; in 
defense of his country. 

The artillery service is recruited from the 
enlisted men of the other branches. Men for 
the light artillery are taken from the cavalry 
companies, and the foot batteries are replen- 
isbed from the recruits for the infantry ‘ser- 
vice. 

THE CAVALRY STATION 
where new men sre obtained is situated at 
NO. 821 Pine street. The officeis under the 
supervision of Capt. N. E. O’Brien, of the 
Second Cavairy, abd is in charge of Sergt. F. 
rE. Wolff. 

_ The qualifications for enlistment are sound- 
ness of mind and body and a general know!- 
edge of the English language. No person .un- 
der the age of twenty-one years nor oyer 
thirty-five years can be admitted to the army. 
His height must be between five feet five 
inches and five feet. ten inches, In weight he 
must not exceed 155 pounds nor fall below 120 
pounds. He must also bea single man, as no 
married reeruit‘can betaken. The applicrmt 
is subjected to a very severe and critical: 
medical examination, and if not found healthy 
and peifect in every particular he is rejected. 
Exceptions are@ade with regard to colored 
recruits, old soldiers and young. boys. whaare 
enlisted to fil regitménta!l bands. In these lat- 
ter cases, ifthe person is found physically 
qualified, and with the boys, if their parents’ 
consent is obtained, they are accepted, al- 
though wanting is oneor -twoof the above 
mentioned requirements. The difficulty of 
securing colored recruits for the colored regi- 
ments has rendered it necessary to modify the 
qualitications relating to age, beight and 
weight. 

THE NUMBER ENLISTED. 

During the present year 327 men have made 
applications for admission tothe army. Of 
this number only ninety-six have been accept- 
ed, while the remaining 251 were rejected. In 
January thirty-nine men were _ en- 
listed and sixty-five refused. Feb- 
ruary witnessed the acceptance of thirty- 
one men ard the rejection of seventy. 
March was comparatively a poor month for 
soldier-making, as the records show that only 
74 men applied. From this number 21 were 
selected, and 53 men were found unfitted for 
the service. During the present month lo 
men bave been swornin, while 43 failed to 
pats the necessary examination. Of the total 
number enlisted 13 are colored and 86 are 
white men. The occupations of these recruits 
are divided among the numerous trades and 
professions. Twelve of the number gave their 
occupation as old soldiers. Fifteen were 
farmers. Fifty were laborers and mechanics. 
and the remainder included school teachers, 
clerks, lawyers and druggists. The school 
teachers receive extra compensation for their 
services in the scbool-room. Schools are now 
an adjunct to nearly all the posts and garri- 
sons, and they are found very beneficial to 
the genera! service. 

AFTER ENLISTMENT. 

The new recruits, after they have been ac- 
cepted, are detained inthe city until their 
nuimber reaches ten or a dozen, when they are 
sent to Jefierson Barracks. At this post the 
new men are taught the manual and other du- 
ties, and are soon assigned to their proper 
regiments. They enlistfor a term of five 
years, and once in they cannot change their 
minds and resign. he first two years the 
privates receive $15 per month for their servi- 
ces in addition to having rations, lodgings and 
clothes at the rate of $200 for the two Pe ay 
The third year the salary is increased a dollar 
and the same increase is made the fourth and 
fifth years. The increased compensation is 
retained by the paymaster until the term of 
enlistment is terminated, when it is given the 
man with his honorable discharge. In 
case the private is guilty of any 
act unbecoming a soldier he forfeits his in- 
creased pay and is only compensated at the 
rate of $13 per month. Should a soldier re- 
enlist his pay is made $18 per month. The 
salary is the same in all branches of the army; 
hence the above applies as well tothe infantry 
and artillery astothe cavalry. , 

TOTAL CAVALRY. * 

The cavalry of the United States consists of 
ten regiments, eight composed of white men, 
and two regiments of negroes. Each regi- 
ment consists of twelve companies, baving 
from eighty toa hundred men. Every com- 
pany is supposed to have three officers. The 
total number of men in the service will ap- 
proximate 10,000. It requires 360 officers to 
handle this number, not including the seventy 
field officers. 

THE RECRUITING OFFICE 
for infantry is located at 112 N. Ninth street. 
Capt. J. H. Gageby, of the Third Infantry, 1s 
in command, and is assisted by Serat. Thomas 
Bevins. The requirements are more fiberal 
than for the cavalry service as regards size, 


' for there is no restriction as to height pro- 


vided the applicant is over5 feet4 inches. 
The qualifications, however, with the above 
exception, are identical with those of the 
other branch. By a recent order issued from 
the War Department the recruits gre re- 
stricted to school teachers, telegraph opera- 
tors, band musicians, and workmen from the 
trades, sueh as carpenters, blacksmiths, stone 
masons and shoemakers. This order was 
promulgated because it was found that the 
quota of the entire standing army was nearly 
completed, and that only men from particular

Extracts from Mayor Overstolz’ Address 
Upon the History » Growth and In- 
dustries of St. Louis. 


Mayor Overstolz in his exhaustive and ad- 
mirable address on ““The History, Growth 
and Industries of the City of St. Louis,” pre- | 
pared for publication as part of the proceed- 
ings of the recent Immigration Convention, 
introduces his subject by a general reference 
to the mighty tide of humanity which is once 
again setting strongly towards the United 
States from the shores of the Old World, and 
the aim of Missouri to.so influence it thatshe 
may receive her just proportion of fresh ele- 
ments of strength. Mr. Overstolz properly 
remarks that there ‘is only one way to 
accomplish this truthfully and honorably, 
and that is by the presentment of 


the truth . accomenpive by such facts and fig- 
ures asfully explain, illustrate and explain 
its extent and character. 

His Honor in presenting a clear picture of 
the city as it is to-day commercially and so- 
cially, with the contingents of a review of its 
history, characteristics and growth, and a 
brief forecast of its future, ‘was controlled by 
a idea just indicated. Speaking generally of 

° ‘ 


SITUATION AND~CHARACTERISTICS 
of the city, he says by way of preliminary, be- 
oe submitting statistical or descriptive de- 
ails: 

In the first place it should. be understood 
that the origin and growth of the city can not 
de attributed to rare or exceptional causes, 
and in the second, that the peeuliar spirii and 
characteristics of its pores have given a dis- 
tinctive snpape and color to its history, and 
have largely contributed to the stability and 
permanence of its prosperity, and to extend 
and strengthen its commercial influence. 
There is no city in the Union, and perhaps in 
the world, the history of which exhibits a 
more remarkable freedom from commercia! 
panics and reactions than St. Louis. It is 
now somewhat over a century old, and during 
that period it has advanced by steady degrees, 
from atrading post established on the bank 
of a majestic river, amid an unpeopled soli- 
tude, to a metropolis, the center of an indus- 
trial and commercial activity whose influence 
is diffused throughout the world. 

THIS MARVELOUS TRANSFORMATION, | 
accomplished almost withinthe compassof 
the memory of livicg men, has been unat- 
tended by’violent or spasmodic efforts—it has 
been truly Jegitiznate and irresistible growth, 
based on the enduring forces of nature. I do 
not meanto intimate thatthe growth of the 


that ithas been unceasing, and remarkably 
free from extraordinary commercial depzes- 
sions. The rational calamity of civil war in- 
terposed an apparently insurmountable obsta- 
cle toour municipal progress, owing to the 
situation of the city, but the result. showed 
that the growth of a great city cannot be re- 
tardedj except by destruction. The interrup- 
tion was oniv transient, and tbe Jasth twenty. 
» pears, front 1800-to , have witnessed the 
greatest rapidity of growth in our civic histo- 
ry. In 1860 the population was 160,770, in 
1870 810,963, ard this year, 188J,it is undoubt- 
edly over 500,000, This enormous increase in 
population, during a period that inciudes a 
national convulsion, destructive to all forms 
of industry, undoubtedly proves that the 
vitality of our prosperity is drawn from deep 
and well protected sources. 
THE FUTURE GREAT. 

St. Louis is essentially the resuit—the crea- 
ture of the limitless and fertile regions that 
surroundit. Itis the outgrowth ofthe de- 
velopment and settlement of the country, of 
the natural laws incident to human progress, 
and it is because of this thatits prosperity is 
more stable than that of any Western city and 
its future more assured. Its prosperity is not 
dependent on any special tradeor industry, 
but on the constant and united productions 
and wants of a wonderful country, traversed 
by navigable rivers in all directions and con- 
tinually increasing in wealth and population. 
Without indulging in any speculations re- 
specting the destiny of St. Louis as a national 
capital, it seems quite within the bounds of 
sober reason to anticipate that the same causes 
which have made it the city it is to-day must 
greatly enlarge and enrichit inthe future. 
We know that it is a fact that this magniticent 
valley of the Mississippi possesses at present 
only a fraction of the population it is capable 
ofsustaining, and that, asits settlement ad- 
vances, as its agricultural, mineral and 

MANUFACTURING POSSIBILITIES 

are developed, the central capital must ex- 

pand and grow vcontemporaneouely with its 
tributary territory. It is rational, I say, to 
expect that, unless political convulsions inter- 
fere to retard progress, this city must become 
the controlling inland city of the continent. 

Situated as itis about the middle of the great- 
est food-producing country in the world, with 
a free water way tothesea and asystem of 
rivers penetrating to the interior north, south 
and west, it israpidly becoming the distribut- 
ing pointand emporium of the great West 
and drawing to itself incalculable elements of 
wealth. 

CHARACTERISTICS OF OUR BUSINESS MEN. 

The substantial and practical causes under- 
lying the city’s growth, have been reflected in 
the spirit and character of its citizens. The 
ruling characteristic of our business men has 
been thrift and prudence. I bave often heard 
the criticism that they were lacking fm adven- 
ture and enterprise, but to taose familiar with 
our local affairs the:eis no foundation for the 
charge. The disposition of our merchants 
is, to extend business only by regular and le- 
gitimate methods, andto establish it on a 
solid and reliable basis; to advance equally 
with the development of the country, and not 
abead of it. It certainly can be truthfully 
said of St. Louis, that there isless rash and 
reckless speculation among its people. and 
less indebtedness and more solid wealth and 
private ownership of property, in proportion 
te population, than apy otbercity of the 
country. 

CITY AND STATE. 

The influence of the city on the State.is, 
naturally, greater than that of the State on 
the city, because more concentrated and di- 
rect. A commercial lis is never whol- 
ly dependent on immediately adjacent country 
—it ig the outgrowth of a great region and of 
the industry of a mighty people. St. Louis is 
the product of the industry and commerce of 
the Breat West, and not of the State of Mis- 
souri alone; but the development ofthe State 
and the construction of its system of railroads 
have largely contributed to the ee ‘ 
On the other hand, the markets created by the 
city and the capital and enterprise centralized 
in it and its system of rail and river trans- 

rtation to the sea and the other great cities 
jorth, South and East attract population to 
the State and form the grand lever of its pro- 
grees. Unquestionably it should be the aim 
and policy of the State to assist in way 
the advancement of the city, the extension of 
its trade and the protection of its interests, for 
by so doing it directly assists its own wealth 
and welfare. 

The relation of the city to the State in refer. 
ence to taxation and revenue is filustrated b 
the res derived from the assessments o 
1878: Taxable wealth of the State, $415,898, . 
365; taxable wealth of the mt $173,670,620 ; 
tota] taxable value of city State, $589,- 
588,985. 


HISTORICAL.

cre » The St. Louis University and Kem- 
per College were now in full operatioga, and 
mills, breweries, foundries and other manu- 
facturing establishments had maltiplied on 
alibands. Capital from abroad was attracted 

by a growing commerce,and the citizens be- 
gan ts» appreciate the foreshadowings of tbe 
metropolis of the future. The Mercantile 
Library Association was organized in 1846. 
und rapidly acyuired the popularity whien 
fromasmall beginning has fostered its growth, 
until it bas become a public institution ef 
wide reputation and extended usefulness. The 
close of the decade, 1849, brought upon St. 
Louis the double misfortune of fire and pestil- 
ence. On May the 19th a fire, originating on 
the steamer White Cloud, lying at the wharf. 
ignited the buildings on the levee, and caused 
a general conflagration, which swept away the 
best portion of the business part of the city, 
cuusing a loss of over three millions of doliars. 

THE CHOLERA EPIDEMIC 

was contemporaneous with the fire, butits 

‘reatest ravages were made somewhat later. 

nJuly the mortality was startliag, being at 
one time over 150 a day, in AB er yao of 
about 65,000. It«ehould be , however, 
that at that time our sewer system Was only in 
its incipiency, and the sanitary condition of 
alleys, back streets and undrained localities 
exceedingly bad. Towards the end of August 
the epidemie had run ite course, having car- 
ried off between four and five thousond per- 
sons. The elastic energy ofthe people en- 
abled them to quickly recover from these ex- 
traordinary visitations, and the opening ofa 
new year saw the city again onthe highroad 
of prosperity. In 1851 the Pacific Railroad was 
commeneed, to be followed rapidly by other 
railroad enterprises. The Chicagoand Alton, 
Terre Haute and St. Louis, Onio and Mis- 
sissippi roads were commenced, and the work 
of weaving that network of roads, which has 
made St. Louis a vast commercial center, 
was fairly inaugursted. In 1855 the St. Louts 
Agricultural and Mechanical Association was 

incorporated, and its annual expositions have 

materially assisted the reputation and growth 

of the city. 

INDUSTRIES, 

The various industries ef the city are taken 
up in turn and, by tadulated statements, the 
wonderful growth fn each branch demonstrat- 
ed. The figures are maken trom the report of 
the Secretary of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
and can.be secured in pamphlet form upon 
application. Full abstracts of the matters 
contained therein appeared in the Post-DIs- 
PATCH during January and Fepruary. 

‘ ~  **TARFY”?? FOR THE CHARTER 

Speaking of the citv and its government, the 
Mayor gives some familiar figures as to the 
area of 62 square miles, river front of 181-2 
miles, 315 miles of improved streets, 49 miles 
of alleys, 120 miles of street railways, etc.. 
elc., and gives the Scheme and Charter a little, 
boom, to-wit: 

The present plan of the municipal govern- 
ment presents some new and interesting fea- 
tures. The existing charter was prepared un- 
der authority granted by the State Constitu- 
tion in aspecial provision relating to St. Louis. 
Formerly the city was embraced in the county 
of St. Louis, and a county anda city govern- 
ment were both administered withinthe mu- 
nicipal limits. ‘The new Constitution author- 
ized aseparation of the municipal govera- 
ments, which had been congenitally united, 
and the work of preparing ascheme of sepa- 
ration and a charter for the city was intrusted 
to a board of thirteen freeholders, elected by 
the people forthat purpose. ‘The Scheme 
and Charter, when completed,were submitted 
to the people at a special election held in 1876, 
and were adopted and went into operation the 
ensuing year. 

THE SEPARATION 
of the governments was effected without seri- 
ous trouble, and areorganization took place 
under the new law. ‘The city became woaolly 
independent of county control, and is not in- 
¢luded in any county of the State. It levies and 
collects its own revenue and the State revenue 
Within its limits, and manages and conducts 
its own affairs, free from all outside interfer- 
ence and control, except so far as the Con- 
stitution admits of action by the Legislature. 
The constant changes in the charter in pas* 
years exercised a detrimental effect on the 
welfare of the city, and it was to prevent this 
evil that the new plan was devised. Tne 
present charter can be amended at intervals 
of two years by proposals therefor submitted 
by the law-making authorities of the city t» 
the qualified voters at a general or special 
election. The Legislature may amend the 
charter, butonly under the restrictions re- 
epecting special legislation,so that it is evident 
the municipal government rests upon a firm 
and permanent basis higaly favorable to trae 
prosperity. 
HEALTHIER THAN THOU. 

By the introduction of comparative mortal- 
ity tables the Mayor shows conclusively by the 
figures used that St. Louis is the healthiest 
city inthe Union. Uaderthe head of *‘Ar- 
chitectura] growth and characteristics,’’ the 
principal business, educational, charitable, 
religious and public edifices are mentioned in 
cetail, the growing taste for the oraatein 
connection with the substantial being noted. 
The eighteen public parks, with their 2,190 
acres, and secured ata cost, including main- 
tenance, of $3,477,543 01, are described in de- 
tail.

Where They Come From, What They Cost and 
the Expense of Keeping Them.

Modern Increase in the Love of Horse- 
fiesh in St. Louis. 


One of the best evidences of progress in St. 
Louis during the last two or three years has 
been the increased demand for good horses 
for private use. This has been brought about 
by two causes: First, the opening of parks 
and drives, and second, the institution of a 
yood race course. For years and years St. 
Louis had no such thing as a racing associa- 
tion, and was even without 4 suitable track 
for speeding horses. Four years ago 


there was really no inducement for one to 
keep a team for more than mere business pur- 
Tice. What are termed roadsters—that is 
horses of good blood and action, but not used 
professionally—were notin demand, for the 
simple reason that there was no place where 
they could be used and properly displayed. 
In 1876 Forest Park was thrown open tothe 
public,and here was at once the grandest place 


of the kind in the United States, 
except — Fairmount Park. 
of Philadelphia, ae ie 


a crude condition and much work had to be 
done and much money had to be spent to 
make it meet the requirements for which it is 
mainly suited. It is emphatically 
A DRIVING PARK. 

Its extent—1,300 acres—makes it large enough 
for a city twice the size of St. Louis. In tae 
four years that have elapsed since it was 
opened several excellent drives have been con- 


structed through it and a fair speed- 
ing track made at the north- 
western corner. Taking Page avenue, 


Union avenue and Forest Park together, 
St. Louis has an already good driving ground, 
but which is capable of very great improve- 
ments. One of these improvements is the 
sprinkling of Page and Union avenues, some- 
thing the Post-DISPpATCH has been urging 
for a Week past, and the effort promises to be 
entirely successiul. To appreciate the in- 
crease in this city of the loveof good horses 
and diiving and riding one should go out to 
Forest Park some _ fine Saturday or 
Sunday afternoon. Notwithstanding the 
threatening and unfavorable character 
of -the weather there were over 
1,000 single horses and teams in Forest 
Park last Sunday aiterhoon. They commenced 
to armve aboutz o’cicck, and from tuat tim: 
till 4 there Wasa Constant stream of bugzyies, 
sulkies, barouches, hacks, carriages, coupes 
and road wagons filing into the park entrance 
from Union avenue. It iooked lixe a proces- 
sion, as if by magic a lonelv place inthe 
country was turned into a scene of gay and 
roliicksome life. Many faces shot along behind 
dashing roadsters in every direction. Tae 
people and even the horses 
themselves seemed to  ~>he _ inspired 
with new life by the fresh airand the green 
vrass; Here were all the charms of nature 
and art combined. A lake here, a gaudily 
painted pavillion there, a dashing stream t» 
cross. a rustic bridge over it, a winding road 
up the side of a green, shady hill, an avenue 
through rich cedars and pines, a cultivated 
carden, a natural wood, all combined into oae 
sweet, Larmonious whole. It is bere that 
the busy merchant can g0 once a 
week to cool his heated brain, the toiling 
jJawyerto take an hour’s charming rest, toe 
ventie maiden to adda new bloom to her 
cheek, and everybody to get rid of tne hear. 
the hurry andthe humdrum of the city, and 
totake on a new life. With such inducements 
it Is not surprising that the demand for good 
roud horses should be largely is the increase 
inacity Where there is an abundance of 
money to be spent fer luxury. The 
establisiment of a racing assoviation here 
has also done much to improve the taste for 
good horses, Which is certainly a most inno- 
cent and beneficial result. The exarcise of 


‘driving and riding is the best that ean be 


taken, for it involves action of the body and 
jimbs as wellas the breathing of fresh, pure 
air. It is not like going into a gymnasium, 
where the atmosphere is close aad polluted 
With tne breath of dozens of different people. 

It will no doubt be interesting to the reader 
to know something of how road horses are 
procured, where thev come from, how much 
they cost. and what is the expense of Keep- 
ing them. Most 

TIOKSES FOR PRIVATE. .USE 

in St. Louis come from Missouri and I'linois. 
The jatter State of late years has paid much 
attention to the improvement of breeds of all 
kinds of stock, and the horses that come from 
there are, as a rule, superior to those that 
come from Missouri. There are dealersin the 
city that make a specialty of supplying 
roadsters to those who want them. of 
these Zack Mulhall and George Morrow are 
perhaps best known, though the latter sells 
mostly to buyers in New York City. A man 
who wants a good saddle horse, apair for a 
carriage or a single animal for a buggy, will 
goto Mr. Mulha}), for instance, and ieave his 
order, Which will be filled in a day, a week, or 


just as soon as the right thing can be 
found. All the members of the St. Louis 


iiiaging Scnool Association employ Capt. Beil- 
aire, their superintendent, to do their busi- 
ness. He is said to be one of the best judges 
of horsefleshlever in St. Louis, and his pur- 
chases have civen great satisfaction to the 
members of ihe association. These horses 
are allobtained, of course, from the cduntry, 
undsome of them are brought ia entirely 
rieen, and have to be broken to -the 
sLufts or the saddle, oor whatever 
itmav bethey areto be worked in. Very 
few are well caited when they are first ob- 
tained, and there generally remains much to 
be dene by the trainer. One of the finest sad- 
dle horses now inthe city was taken froma 
ear load of mules that came in from this State. 
lie bad never bad more than a halter on, but 
was taken by a trainer and in five 
days was in a most docle and 
tractable condition, having good gaits and 
commanding the fine price of 0. The 
handling of this class of horses is, of course, 
VERY RISKY BUSINESS, 

as they are quite liable, when first brought to 
the citv, to get a kind of influenza, from 
which they net ee never recover, unless 
skillfully handled by some experienced 
hand, any gentlemen who have gone 
to the ordinary sale-staples, where every kind 
of stock is put up and sold as soon as it gets in 
the city, have been grievously disappointed in 
seeing a fine purchase get sick and gradually 
waste away from this common malady. When 
aman wants to geta saddle horse or 
roadster it is therefore for him to go to 
those who make a spectalty of dealing in this 
class of. animals and who have special arrange- 
ments for their care, where only a limited 
number is kept on hand at one time, and 
where the stalls of the stable are as 
neatly kept as the rooms that most people live 
in, Ofcourse most all of this ciass of horses 


are of good blood, many of them thorough- 
breds, and it 1s maging required that those

for single pug es or wagons shall be 
trotin less than three minutes—2:40 
fayorite time, When horses are to be 
-. are not generally required to be fast, 
but must match well and have good action. 
A 8 horse must, 0 COUrse,

In New York itisno uncommon thing for a 
man to pay 32,500 for a good team, and fre- 
quenly oe Much as $3,000 is paid. The price 
there of pairs runs from $1,000 to $3,000. But 
herein St. Louis the range is not so high. 
There have* been few pairs of driving horses 
sold here for mere than $1.000, 
Tbe price generally runs from $300 
to $1,000, There are a great many teams in 
the city that cost $500 and $700. Single horses 
for buywies and road wagons run from $150 to | 
$500 and saddle horses run about the same. 
THE COST OF KEEPING HORSES 
may be greatand small. Whenaman has a 
fancy carriage pair and employs a stableman 
acd coachman, it is expensive and could not 
be covered with less than $2,500 per year. A 


Association get their horses kept for $12 50 
per month each. It is not, therefore, neces- 
sary tbat a man should be rich to keepa horse, 
and it is surprising that there are so few men 
who keep ariding animal.

On the Nebraska Ranges.

It is estimatea that the Diffestate now owns 
about 39,000 head of cattle of all ages. Itin- 
cludes eight ranches, the principal one being 
160° miles in len h by sixty miles in width. 
They are situated between the Union Pacific 
Railroad and the South Platte River, and 
reach westward to the foot hills, including 

rtions of Colorado, Wyoming and Nebras- 
* Within the past two years there have 
been added to the herd by purchases 17,000 
cattle from Texas, while the calves branded 
within that time number about 8,000 head. 
Within the. same period 25,021 have been 
marketed for beef, and 17,000 will be market- 
ed this year. The value of the estate is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000. 

The drive of cattle from Texas will be 
heavier this year than ever before,and has been 
estimated at 300,000, of which Nebraska will 
getalarge percentage. Many of the stock- 
men of Western Nebraska are now making 

reparations to add largely to their herds of 

exas cattle. Ogallalla 1s the natural ter- 
minus of the Texas cattle trail, and will be the 
objective point this year. Ofthe cattle com- 
ing to that immediate vicinity, the Sidney 
Telegraph mentions the following: Pennsyl- 
vania Stock Company, 3,000 head; Jones 
Bros., 2,300 head; James Read, Texas, 6,000 
head; John Dawson, Texas, 3,000° head; 
Andrews Bros., Texas, 2,500 head; J. W.

A Ghastly Resurrection in a Dissecting 
Room. 


Galvanizing a Corpse With a Forty-Cell 
Battery.

One of the Most Remarkable Cases of 
Temporary Resurrection on Record, 


“Come out at ten o’clock this evening,’’ 
said Dr. Falkland to a PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter, ‘‘if you would like to see some singu- 


jar experiments in electricity,’’ and, 
supposing of course that the 
experiments referred to would be 


upon the dead body of Redemeier, which 
was lying on the dissecting table between the 
interlocutois,the reporter gladly promised 
to be on hand. When the appointed hour ar- 
rived he was true to the tryst, and

end the proper amount of acid put in each of 
the cups.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 22,—Are you 
fond of “plank shad??? Or don’t you know 
what plank shad is?

Last Sunday morning ‘was One of the finest 
that ever dawned. The skies were cloudless, 
the breath of the west wind balmy and re- 
freshingly cool. The thousand smells that 
ordinarily beset the wayfarer in this great 
boarding-house camp—an olla podrida of 
back-watered sewerage, over-heated oleomar-
